The last session of the legislature provided funds 
for the maintenance of standards in California wines, 
as well as for the inspection of liquors sold in Calli- 


fornia. The State Department of Public Health is 


charged with the enforcement of these measures and 
activities have been inaugurated for the purpose of 
keeping unfit products from the market. During 
February an extensive survey of wineries was under- 
taken. Each plant was inspected and a detailed report 
made of conditions encountered. Labels were obtained 
and checked. Stencils used on barrels were also 
checked in order to determine that the information 
required by the established standards was included in 


the stencil. Lots of wine that had been quarantined | 


in the wineries were checked and in some cases this 
material was brought up to standard. In other cases 
it was essential that the product be distilled or 
destroyed. Rectifying plants were also inspected. 
The formulas used in manufacturing the various pro- 
ducts were checked against the labels placed upon the 
particular product. 

A survey of ‘‘On Sale’’ ual ‘‘Off Sale’’ dealers 
was made in San Diego, Fresno, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Sacramento, San Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties. Stocks on hand were checked, as well as 
menus and advertising material. In many of the 
‘‘Off Sale’’ stores it was found that the declaration 
of aleohol on wines is often in error. The alcoholic 


content of sweet wines on the labels in some cases is 14 
per cent to 21 per cent and generally is not in accord- 


ance with required declaration and tolerance allowed. 

Among the typical violations encountered in ‘‘On 
Sale’’ establishments are the following: Improper use 
of substitutes for. absinthe, serving of cordials and 
liqueurs for fruit brandy, serving of domestic Scotch 
as imported Scotch whiskey, improper use of substi- 
tutes for benedictine, improper use of carbonated 
wines for sparkling wine and champagne, improper 
use of imitation rum for genuine rum, improper sub- 
stitution of imitation bitters for the genuine product, 
improper substitutions for cointreau. 

In many ‘‘Off Sale’’ establishments it was ‘noted 
that wineries failed properly to label bulk shipments 
of wine and that comparatively few wineries are giv- 
ing necessary information on barrel shipments. In 


some cases where retail packages are prepared from 


barrels proper information is not given on the smaller 
packages. 

Large quantities of wine have been placed in 
quarantine because of adulteration and mislabeling. 
One lot of more than 20,000 gallons was destroyed 
because of its unfitness for human consumption. 

Every effort is being made to enforce the standards 
in order that this important product of California 
agriculture may comply strictly with the require- 
ments for a wholesome and palatable product.

_ Dr. Nicholas Ricciardi, president of the San Ber- 
nardino Junior College, presented a paper entitled 
‘Mental Health as a Social Responsibility.’’ In the 
course of his remarks Dr. Ricciardi said: _ 


‘*To the mental hygienists we must turn for prac- 
tical ways and means of changing human behavior so 
that the individual, the group, the community, the 
state, the nation and the world may be benefited and 
that the achievements of science may be used for the 
betterment rather than for the destruction of mankind. 
To accomplish these things, those who know about 
physical and mental health must assume social leader- 
ship. * * * Attention should be called to the 
fact that despite the advances made by American 
medicine, we still have millions of people without 
proper medical care.”’

eal point of view, said: 


“he twentieth century will be a century of prog- 
ress in mental health comparable to the advances in 


physical health during the nineteenth century.’’ 


Miss Bertha du Beau, Riverside Junior College, 
in her ‘‘Observations on Public Health Under the 


Soviet,’’ brought to the group an intimate picture of 


existing health conditions in Russia. 


_ STATE EXAMINATIONS FOR TECHNICIANS | 


Although the legislative act regarding the licensing 
of laboratories and technicians is not being enforced 
by reason of the fact that certain portions have been 
found unconstitutional by the Attorney General, the 
examination and certification of technicians continues 
as formerly but no fees are charged therefor. 

These examinations are held semiannually in May 
and November. The exact date of the May exam- 
ination has not been set, but detailed information will 
be sent out in ample time to those who have applica- 
tions on file. All applications must be mailed in 
before April 20th to the State Division of Labora- 


tories, 3597 Life Sciences Building, Berkeley. 


- The number of applicants will be limited to sixty | 
persons in the north and sixty persons in the south. 
The names of persons whose applications are received 
too late or after the quota is filled, will be placed on 
file for the fall examination. 

' In the examination for the parasitology certificate, 
the practical examination will consist largely of the 


identification of fixed and hemotoxylin stained slides 


for intestinal protozoa. Persons taking this practical 
examination are privileged to bring with them any 
book or chart that they would feel the need of using 
in their own laboratory. _ 

The junior grade certificate has been discontinued 
and the certificates issued now read, instead of Junior 
or Senior,—‘Certificate of Proficiency,”’ without 
qualification. 

Practical experience is required in addition to the 
passing grade in the examination and a minimum of 
three years experience in laboratories of acceptable 
standard is essential. This experience may be made 
up in large part by college degrees.

be in Vancouver during that week. It is anticipated 
that a large number of members of the Western 
Branch of the American Public Health Association 
will attend this annual meeting.

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INFLUENZA LESS PREVALENT 
Almost 12,000 cases of influenza were reported 


in California during February. Investigations were 


made in several areas of the state for the purpose of 
determining the extent and severity of the disease. 
In some places school attendance was only 75 per cent 
of normal and school authorities were worried over 
possible loss of school funds. At the present time the 
prevalence of this disease is not particularly exten- 
sive, although it is more prevalent than at the same 
period of 1934 and 1935. 


A representative of the Rockefeller Foundation for 


Medical Research came to California by airplane as 


soon as the outbreak was discovered. Special studies 
were undertaken, particularly in the San Francisco 
Bay region and the San Joaquin Valley. Typical 
eases of the disease were seen. Sputum, throat wash- 
ings and blood specimens were obtained for laboratory 
study and an attempt was made to determine the 
true incidence of the disease within these localities. 
In all of these places where special studies were made 


the influenza epidemic was prevalent during the latter | 


part of January and all of February with the peak 


occurring at the end of January or during the first 


part of February. All of the laboratory work is being 
earried on at the Rockefeller Institute in New York 
City and has not been completed at this time.
